2'2 — Tho press generally 
refers to the subject of retaliation to-day. 
The Mail says: The form tho retaliation 

measure has taken ia far more moderate 
than was expected. No doubt the intima- 
tion from Ottawa that next year the rebate 
woiil 1 (urely go, deterniiiicii tho President 
not to resort to an extreme policy. As it is, 
the States simply meet . our toll with toll. 
As the American toll ia law, and does not 
como into operation till tho first of next 
month, it will not be a vcrj' serious matter, 
and us it will go off altogether, when our 
rebate ceases, as cease it will at the end of 
this season, it need not trouble us much. 
This didiculty in the shape it bus assumed 
is happily not going to lead to reprisals.

'I'hero will bo u tpr.dency to think 
that the (lovernment might, in a dignilied 
manner, hold to the course they have an- 
nounced, even if they have for tho balunco 
of tlie season to muke some arrangi nieuta to 
reimliiir.^e tlio Canadian shippers who huvo 
enternl into cnntracta which this retaliation 
will (iisiirrungo. ratlicr than yield to tho 
suggestion now made.'' 

The Globo says : "Tho attempt to strihe 
this blo v at Canadian commerce ia war- 
ranted neither by tho present attitude of 
our ininistcra nor by tho whole courso of 
international dealing with reference to 
canals and waterways. Canada's expendi- 
ture under thij head is vastly greater than 
that of the States. She has home more 
than her fair share of the cost of conipleting 
our system of navigation from the North- 
west to the Atlantic. With the single 
exception of tho rebate, if it be an exception, 
she has thrown her canals open to Americans 
ond Canadians upon eciuttl terms, while her 
shippera have enjoyed no benefit whatever 
from the American State canals. It Is folly 
to deny that the step which is to be taken 
will hurt important Canadian fotereBts, but 
to make a further concesdon in face of this 
threat would be too preat a sacrifice of 
dignity and self respect." 

MuNTUKAi,, Aug. 'i2— The Star says: 
There can lie no longer the slightest reason 
to doubt that rresideiit Harrison ia moved 
wholly in the canal dispute by a desire to 
make election capital.

While on her third trip up the Skeena 
river for a load of salmon, the steamer Eva 
foundered upon a rock on the night of Fri- 
day, July 29 and, sank nine houra after- 
wards in fifteen fathoms of water. 

The little vessel had been running steadily 
from Monday of the same 'week until 'the 
night of tho accident — four days and nights 
— and tho men on board, including a wheels- 
man named J. Bowyer and the engineer, 
wero at the time half dazed from the want 
of sleep. 

The engineer had just come on deck to 
speak to the 'man at the wheel who had 
spoken but a few words when the steamer 
struck heavily. , _ . 

Fortunately a'stnall boat 'was on board, 
and the two men, after a fruitless struggle 
to save the steamer, took to this, and started 
for the Skeena, a distance of about thirty 
miles. 

The following day being very foggy and 
the preceding n'ght dark and dismal, niailo 
tho row a very long and hard one, consider- 
ing that the men were weak and that tor 
the whole time they were iu tho boat they 
had nothing to eat or diiuk.

The Eva, which is not a very valuable 
steamer, is thought to be a total loss.

THE BLUE AND WJUTE. 

Details of Saturday's .Vwl'iil Battle on Vau- 
t'ouvcr's Lacrosse I'ii'ld. 

The great game at Vancouver on Satur- 
day between tho Blue Joans and the White 
Ducks, which ended in a draw, and which 
is expected to go down to history in com- 
pany with tho celebrated battle between tho 
twelves of the Colonist and tho News, was 
referred to only brielly in Sunday's isjuo. 
This was because of a shortage of space — 
not from any want of appreciation of tho 
importance of the subject — and a full and 
official account of the combot, received at 
the Coi.o.sisT ofiioe from our special war 
correspondence on Saturday night is now 
presonted : 

"The teams were very tostefuUy dressed, 
the predominating feature being blue jean 
and white duck pantlcts. Auctioneer 
Emanuel's costume commanded special at- 
tention. He was bewicchingly attired in 
an armless i;nernsey, of some fine transpar- 
ent material, showing his beautiful heaving 
white bosom, and vaccination scab to pleas- 
ing advantage. His shapely lower limbs 
were encased in light pink bloomers, fringed 
with old gold point lace and ornamented 
with red an<l pink ribbons. A lonely ros- 
ette also clung tenaciously to the swell of 
his rounded waist. He was playing to the 
grand stand, and besides getting all tho 
ladioa sndtten •n him he touched tho boll 
three times during tho game. 

" I^umberman James Ijouniy, of West- 
minator, was referee ; Mayor Copo and Tom 
Dunn acted as umpires. 

" ^Vhen time was called all mr-rched out 
but Lawyer Riuliunia. KoiVib onG said ho 
had just arrived with his costume snugly 
packed away in his brief bag. They waited 
five minutes for him, and when his portly 
form appearfd ou tho lieUl, a mighty shout 
went up from the multitude. He bore him- 
self niodoBlly, howoTcr, walking straight 
for tho poles ond taking his position between 
them. 

" At this stage, a formal protest was 
handed in against Tea Merchant Garden, as 
he had money on the game and had been 
practising in his. back yard, and was there 
fore not eligilde. Huskey Jones was also 
protested against, as ho bad reported so 
many, matches for tho News-Advertiser 
that it was feared ho knew something 
about the game. .Protests did not go, how- 
ever. 

"The first game was claimed by the Blue 
Jeans; the White Ducks objeoted. Tho 
referee asked Umpire Tom Dunn what he 
was going to do about it, and Mr. Dunn 

acknowlerlged, liko the honorable man that 
he is, that ho was crooked. Ho was 
promptly fired, and Magistrate Scliofiuld 
put ill his place, there being a magistrate 
on each end now. 

"In tho second game, Real Estate Agent 
Charlie Douglas, goal keeper, pulled tho 
pennants over till the poles met each side 
of his large corporation. After the Blue 
.Jean gentlemen had been firing at his goal 
for half an hour, they got on to the cloror 
trick, and straightening up the poles easily 
scored, — at least, -so said tko mayor. 

"Of course, there was a minority report 
on tho result aa on tho previous game. 

" Tlio noxt game Davidson and (iodfrey 
faced oir, and immediately after engaged in 
a most disgraceful sham battle. They wore 
both sent from tho Qold dishonored, and, 
when tho others wore lookiog pitifully at 
their disgusted comrades, Huskey Jones got 
the ball, passed it to Tea Merchant Garden,

'In tho third game Sol. Oppenheimer 
distinguished himself by running a foot- 
race with Charlie Douglas, goal keeper, to 
decide a side bet, Host Virtue, who had 
been playing a very earnest game up to this, 
stopping to refereo tho race. It was right 
in his way, but Douglas should not have 
left the goal in tho middle of tho gamo to 
run foot races. 

S. Lowell, captoin of tho Blue Jeans, 
got in front of tho White Ducks continually 
at critical times, but he was excused wlien 
he explained that ho could not run fast 
enough to get out of the way. Host Virtue 
was ruled off this gamo for wearing a dia- 
ond stud and a neoktio. 
"Vour correspondent docs not know just 
how things were after this. Several play- 
ers were taken with blind staggers, others 
with palpitation of tho heart, others fell 
prone upon tho field from exhaustion, and 
stayed there until of tho active players 
there were scarce a bakers' dozen left. 
Then the referee whistled merrily, and tho 
legend appeared on the blackboard : 
liacroase Match -ltluo Jeans v. White Ducks. 
Tie.

For months past the bastneas carried on 
by these uicn has been growinf;, until it has 
now iiBHunied il;ingerou3 proportions, tlireo, 
four, or perhaps half a tlozen bouts being 
employed.

This was an appeal on behalf of tho plain- 
tifTs from an order of Mr. Justice Mc- 
Croight, setting aside judgment by default 
for S.'j.Ol 1 against defendants, on the 
grounds that the defendants had been sued 
OS individuuls and only ono of them (Cor- 
bett) served with the writ, and on the 
further ground that the special endorsement 
on the writ which was in the following 
words : "'To amount of account rendered 
for goods sold and delivered by the plaintifTa 
to the defendants at their request, $.'i,8SS, 
and the plaintifis claim interest thereon at 
Gper cent, until judgment," was not a suffi- 
cient Btatement of a lic|uidated demand 
. under order 3, rule G. 

Yates, for the plaintiff applicants, con- 
tended that the.endorsemont was anfiioient 
as containing aufScicst particulars to enable 
defendants to decide whether they should 
defend or not. (Smith v. Wilson, 5 C. P. D. 
p. 25: Walker v. Hicks, A S.I5.D. p. S; 
Biohcrs-Speight 22 A.B.D. p, 7; Aston v. 
Hurwitz-ll L.T. N.S. p. ;')21) and that the 
reference to tho account rendered iiiipurted 
tho particulars ag there stated into tho en- 
dorsement. 

C. Wilson, for the defendants, respond- 
ents, "cited Wilkes v. Wood, and also con- 
tended that the claim for interest in the 
endorsement, included in the judgment, 
vitiated it. 

It was held by the court that a judg- 
ment in default, under rule GS, could not 
be obtained upon an endorsement including 
a general claim for interest, that being an 
unliquidated claim — and the appeal was 
accordingly dismissed wilii costs.

This appeal aroao out of a motion by An- 
derson, to whom the defendants, after the

Yesterday's voting on the by-laws was a 
decided surprise to all concerned. The 
amount of money to be voted aggregated in 
all nearly half a million dollars, of which 
8300,000 was for sewers, §7.5,000 for health 
expenses, SUO.OOO for electric light, §100,000 
for hospital purposes, and $3,000 for the 
public library. Ueforo the polling day 
came around, it was thought there was 
interest enough aroused in the votiog to 
have a decisive vote either one way or the 
other, but the result showed that calcula- 
tions of that kind were "away «flf." In the 
case of three by-laws, viz. : tho sewerage, 
healtli, and library, a majority of tho votes 
polled were in favor of the loans, but there 
were not votes enough to carry the by-laws 
in accordance with tho provisions of the 
Municipal Act, which require a thrce-liflhs 
majority. The City Hospital by-law was 
evidently rery unpopular, it getting only 
107 votes against '.i'.ii — less than one-fourth 
of the whole Totc. Tho Electric Light by- 
law also failed to carry a majority. The 
ofhcial result of tho vote is as follows :

AN IMPORTANT JUDGMENT. 

T<he text of the judgment of the Judioial 

Committco ot the Privy Council in the 
Manitoba case appears in tho papers that 
arrived here on Sunday night. It is a 
rather long document, but is exceedingly 
simple and clear. 

As most of oar readers know, the Com- 
mittee was called upon to decide whether 
or not tho Education Act passed by tho 
Manitoba Loglalaturo in 1890 was consti- 
tutional. According to tho Manitoba Act, 
which is Mauitoba'a Act of Union, the I'ro- 
vincial Logialivture has power to enact laws 
relating to cduoition, provided that " no- 
thing in any such lavr shall prejudicially 
.affect the right or privilege with respect to 
denominational schools which .any class of 
persons had by law or practice previous to 
Union." 

This does not, on tho face of it, appear to 
be a very difficult question to decide. The 
judges had only to enquire what rights and 
privilegca the liifferent denominations had 
before tho entrance of Manitoba into the 
Confederation and to consiilor whether the 
law of ISOO infringed on any of those 
rights and privileges. This, being u matter 
of contemporary history, all the facts con- 
nected with it could be readily ascertained. 
As a matter of fact, tho teatiinony of Arch- 
bishop Taohe, the principal witness on the 
side of tlie upholders of denominational 
schools, was taken by the jiulgca as accurate 
in every respect. From this it appeared that 
tbe dcuominationa had not, previous to the 
Union, any rights in the matter of educa- 
tion by law, for the very simple reason that 
there was no law on the subject. Manitoba 
before she became a member of tho 
confederation, was not a Bclf governing 
colony, as all tho other members of 
t^a confederation had been. But there were 
denominational achoola in the territory be- 
fore Manitoba .becamo part of the Dominion. 
These were supported partly by fees paid by 
the parents or guardians of the children, and 
partly out of a school fun^ created by the 
voluntary contributions of the members of 
the different denominations in the territory 
and elsewhere. 

The Privy Couuoil, in effect, decided that 
tho law of 1890 did not interfere with ati'y 
right or privilege enjoyed by any denomin- 
ation in iho nuitter of education pre- 
vious to Confedoration. Tho members of 
the different denomtuatious are as free now 
as they were then to establish denomina- 
tional schools and to support them out of 
their own pockets. 

"But in their Lordships opinion," (we 
quote the decision) "it would be going 
much too far to hold that the establishment 
of a national system of education on an un- 
soctarian basis is so inconsistent with tho 
right to sot up and maintain denominational 
schools that tho two things cannot exist to- 
gether, or that the existence of tho one 
neoesBarily implies orinvolvcsimmunity from 
taxation for the purpose of the other." 

This cfTectually settled tho matter. But 
their Lordships went further and proceeded 
to show th''^' .Nranitoba Eiatute, wliioh 
had been protested against, did not preju- 
dicially affect "any reliciona privilege with 
respect to denominational schools, which 
any class of persons had by law or practice 
in the province at tho Union." They said : 

"Notwithstandinir tho Public Schools Act 
of 1800, Roman Catholics and members of 
every other religious body in Manitoba are 
free to establish schools throughout tho 
province, they are free to maintain their 
' schools according to their own religious 
tenets, without molestation or interference. 
No child is compelled to attend a public 
school. No special advantage, other than 
the advantiir;!' of free education in schools 
conducted undur public management, is 
hold out to those who attend." 

Other objections are met by the Commit- 
tee, and they, as it appears to us, go a little 
out of their way to give an opinion on the 
policy of the Manitoba Act. After saying 
as much, they proceed : 

"But they (their Lordships) cannot help 
observing that, if the views of the respond- 
ents were to prevail, it would be extremely 
diiBouIt for the Provincial Legislature, 
which has been entrusted with tho 
exclusive power of making lawa re- 
lating to education, to provide 
for tho educational wants of the nioro 
sparsely inhabited districts of a country 
almost as large as Groat Britain, and that 
tho powers of tho Lcgialaturc, whicli on the 
face of tho Act, appear so large, would l)o 
limited to tho useful but aoiriewhat humble 
oflico of making regulations for tho sanitary 
condition of school houaea, iinpoaing rates 
for the support of denominational aclioola, 
onfercing tho compulsory attendance of 
aeholars and matters of that sort." 
This judgment is the moat important as 



far as Canada is concerned that has been 
delivered by the Judicial Committee of tho 
Privy Council for a long time, and its effects, 
inmiodiato and remote, are at the present 
moment nuitters of serious 'apprehension to 
many iu this Dominion. 

SNAPPING AND SNASLINO. 

Tlio Times, instead of rejoicing that tho 
outbreak of tho smallpox has passed away 
and giving credit to thoso who worked 
night and day, in the face of obstiuction 
aud abuae, to free tho city of the diaeaae, 
Buapa and unarla at Dr. Davio and Unda 
fault with tho authorities for not 
h'iing jfioco severe than they have 
been with the Corporation of Van- 
couver. We have no sympathy with 
tho spitefulness and the small-mindedneaa 
which cannot muko a suitable acknowledge- 
nient of a service done to the city, because 
tho men who havo rendered that service do 
not belong to a particular cliciuo of poli- 
ticians, und are not iu tho good gvacira of 
certain self-constituted leaders of public 
opinion. Neither do wo feel inclined to 
respect tho carpinga of thoao who 
are too stupid and too prejudiced 
to distinguish between an epidemic, 
\viiich threatens to spread over the whole 
province, and a few Solitary cases which 
can easily bo dealt with by the ordinary 
authorities in tho ordinary way. 

If a meiiibor nf the f.iotion of which tho 
Times is tho mouthpiece bad done half na 
much for tho city us Dr. DavIo baa in this 
smallpox business, ho would have been 
represented as the beat, the wisest, tiie 
moac skilful, tho most courageous and tho 
most public-spirited man that ever ex- 
isted. But been use ho does not belong to 
that clique, hard aa he h.aa worked, and 
much as ho has benefitted tho city, the 
Timca greets his retirement with nothing 
better than a yelp and a snarl. It cannot, 
wo suppose, help acting out its nature. 



NOT AT BIS POST. 

People are wondering, where Mayor 
Beavcn was when the Seattle excursionists 
visited the city on Saturday. . Iff' was his 

duty to 1)0 here to welcome the Mayor of 
Seattle and the members of tho Chamber of 
Commerce of that city. Their visit was an 
expression of goodwill and sympathy, and 
was ao timed as to be of peculiar importance 
to Victoria. The Mayor had due notice of 
tho neighborly visit, and ho was well aware 
of its purport. His duty required him to 
bo at his post on such an ocojsion, to aay 
nothing of good seuso and good feeling. Ho 
ia paid by the citizens to represent them 
and to do tho honors of tho city wh 
the . oiBcials of neighboring cities 
and eminent strangers visit Victoria. There 
wore peculiar reasons wliy he should have 
been hero to welcome our Seattle neighbors 
on Saturday. Hardly anything short of 
phyaicial disability could have o.vciised hia 
absence. We do not wonder that tho citi- 
zens are surprised to learn that the Mayor 
of Victoria, instead of being at home when 
the Seattle excursion arrived here, was 
attending a celebration in Nanaimo. Mayor 
Bcavcn'a duty did. not rtquire his presence 
in Nanaimo on Saturday ; his duty impera- 
tively demanded that he should be 
,in Victoria. It ia probable that the Mayor 
will plead a pre-engagement as an excuse 
toe being absent from his post on Saturday, 
but no engagement can excuso tho non- 
performance of an important ollicial duty. 
Mr. Beaven went to Nanaimo in hia capac- 
ity as popularity-hunting politician when 
ho was needed in Victoria as Mayor of the 
city. 

^Yo trust that tho Corporation of Seattle 
will not take offenac at the alight put upon 
ita official liead by Mayor Beaven. The 
cordiality of the welcome which the e.x 
curaioniata received from tho members of 
the Government, the Aldermen of th 
city and the citizens generally, more than 
made up, we trust, for the Mayor's want of 
common courtesy. 

RETALIATION. 

The Dominion Government, finding that 
tho United States was bent upon retaliating 
in the matter of the canal tolls, came to the 
conclusion to retain che rebate for the 
remainder of the present season only, and 
to make new arrangements after it closed. 
This did not suit tho United States author- 
ities. They did not make allowance for the 
position in which tho Dominion Government 
staiida to the men who are engaged in 
earthing grain by water from tho far weaf 
to Montreal. Thoao men havo made their 
arrangements on the . understandang 
that the rebate is to be continued for the 
year at any riito. To charge them tolls 
now would be to break faith with them 
and to subject them to considerable loss. 
The ( Invernmcnt wore naturally disinclined 
to injure them and they took a course which 
they believed would satisfy the Americana. 
It did not however, for the' President aa 
Hoon as ho heard that tho rebate was to bo 
continued for a fow months only, iasued a 
proclamation charging tolls on tho vessels 
paaaing through tho Sault St. Mario canal. 

Our Government had the alternative of 
making the Welland canal free and, all 
things considered, this would, perhaps,

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have been the better course to pursue. 
The Americans could not objeot , to this 
aa a temporary measure, neither could 
they find fault if next year a new arrange- 
ment wcro made by which all vessels, 
whether American or Canadian, should be 
required to pay, the same toll. / 

lb is greatly to be regretted thalTthis dis- 
pute about tho tolls has arisen. Tho otti- 
tudo of Canada towards tho United Stalea 
should bo perfectly iudcpendont, but the 
Canadian tiovernnveut should bo most care- 
ful not to give tho Americans ^any excuse 
whatever to assert that Canadians do not 
deal with them in perfect good faith. In 
the matter of tho rebate given to Canadian 
vessels tint shipped their grain from a Can- 
adian port, they had un excuse for saying 
that Canada did not place all vessels passing 
through tho Welland Canal, as was atipu- 
la^od in the Washington treaty, 
on an equality. Americans, they de- 
clared, were made to pay twenty cents 
a ton, whilo Canadians were recjuired to 
pay only two. This was not true when all 
Ihu facta were taken into consideration, but 
the Americana refused to take 'all the facts 
into consideration. They held on to their 
grievance, and made the most of it, and 
public opinion in the States is with thoin. 
Tho step just taken by tho President ia 
looked upon in the States, by men of both 
parties, aa a perfectly justifiable piece of 
retaliation. It would have been better not 
to have given them any chance to conclude 
that Canado was dealing unfairly with them 
in the canal matter. Under present cir- 
cumatancea, it ia perliapa better to allow 
thinga to remain aa they are. It 
would be humiliating to Canadians 
if thoir Government made any con- 
cessions after retaliation has been 
declared. In a little while our neigh- 
bors will not be ao touchy und 
exacting aa they ore now. After the 
election is over, no matter who is 
President, the Americans will be in a more 
conciliatory mood, and arrangements can 
be made with them which will bo satis- 
factory to both the United Statoa and 
Canada. Such close neighbors should be 
good friends. It ia to tho interest of both 
to be pleasant and neighborly in their deal- 
inga with each other.

The girls are 
taught the ordinary branches of an Kngliah 
education, music enough to sing their hymns 
of praise, and thoroughly trained in domes- 
tic duties. Three Christian homes have 
already been the outcome of the training of 
tho girls in this homo. 

A feeling of deep regret pervaded the 
meeting when the president announced that 
Miss Cartmcll is to leave by tbe next 
steamer for Japan, her former field of tabor, 
where she was one of the pioneer workers. 

'I'lio Fort Simpson report was c;iven ver- 
bally by Mrs. Strachan, the corresponding 
secretary of' the Dominion Board of Man- 
agers of tho W. M. S., who stated that a 
lino building bad been erected by the 
society .it Fort Simpson costing over §15,000, 
and that there were 27 children in tho 
Homo. The ladies in charge are attending 
faithfully to their duties,

afternoon presided over by Mrs. Gooder- 
ham. 

The evening meeting was full of interest 
and well attended. An address of welcome 
to tho delegates was given by Mra. I'endray 
and replied to by Mra. Sexsmith, of Rich- 
mond, and a brief summary of the year's 
work was given by tho branch correspond- 
ing secretary, 

Mrs. Strachan, Dominion Corresponding 
Secretary, gave an account of tho origin 
and modes of work as carried on by tho 
W. ,M. S. 

The society is maintaining at their own 
expense two homes for Indians in this pro- 
vince — one at Fort Simpson and tho other 
in f!liilliwaak — liesidea tho Chinese Rescue 
Home for girls in Victoria.

Mr. W. A. Jowctt lirings Down the Latest 
News from this Flourishing District. 

Mr. VV. A. Jowott, w;ho is just down 
from Nelson, ia registered at the Hotel Vic- 
toria, In a conversation with a Coi.o.nist 
reporter, last evening, he said; 

"I suppose you know that I have lately 
held a very satisfactory sale at New Den- 
ver, at tho mouth of Carpenter creek, Slo- 
can Lake, Since tho sale many tenders 
have been made at advanced figures for 
some of the lota, 

•'I was through tlio Slocan district a short 
time ago and everything in that region is 
looking very well. All that ia now needed 
are wagon roada. The Kaslo people art 
preparing to build one from Kaslo to Bear 
Lake. This will finable tho Montezuma, 
Lucky Jim, Washington, Payne and other 
mines in that locality to ship their ores via 
the Kootenay Lake. 

" The people at New Denver are ogitating 
the building of a road from New Denver up 
Oarpontcr Creek about ten miles. This 
would allow ores from the western slope of 
tho Slocan distrijt from tho Freddy Leo, 
Slocan Star, and other properties to be 
shipped via the Arrow Lake. 

"From tho head of tbe Slocan Lake to 
Nakusp, about IS miles, a wagon road is also 
much needed.

The Prl\-y Council's Decision Reversing: 
the Judgment of tlio Supreme 
Court of Canada. 



Jla Opinion Defininff the Eigflita of 
Protestants and Catholics 
Uefore the Law. 

The following is the full to:<t of thn judg 
nienb of the Privy Council in the Manitoba 
school cases. Tha bench was composed of 
Lord Watson,- Lord Hobbonse, Lord Mac 
n'a'ghfen, Lord Morris, Lord Hannen and 
Lord Shnnd, The cases were inscribed The 
City of Winnipeg v. Barrett— The City of 
AVinnipeg r. Logan. 

There were appeals instituted on behalf 
«f the city of Winnipeg, the first from u 
. judgmetit of the Supreme Court of Canada 
of October 2S, 1891, reversing decisions of 
the Court of - Queen'e-Benoh .of Manitoba, 
and of Mr. Justice Killem, and- the secoD4 
. : fn>m .B decision of the Court of Queen's 
Bench of Manitoba of December 10, ISill. 
Sir Horace Uavey, Q.C., Mr. D'Altou Mc- 
Carthy, Q.C. (of the Canadian bar), and 
Mr, Martin (of the Canadian bar) appeared 
for the appellants ; the Attorney-General, 
Mr. S. H. Blake, Q.C. (of the Canadian 
bar), Mr. S. EA-art, Q.C (of the Canadian 
bar), and Mr. F. C. Gore for the rcapondent 
Mr. Barrett, and Mr. Rani for the rebpond- 
cnt Mr. Logan. The arguments were re- 
cently heard before a committee consiatiug 
of Lord Watson, Lord Macnaghten, Lord 
Morris, Lord Hannen, Sir Richard Uouch 
and Lord Shaud, when their lordsJtips re- 
served judgment. 

' TKE JUDGMEJIT. 

Lord Maonaghten now delivered the 
judgment. He suid : These two appeals 
were beard together. In the one case the 
city ef Winnipeg appeals from a judgment 
of the Supreme Court of Canada, reversing 
a judgment of the Court of Queen's Bench 
ior lilanitoba, and in the other from a bub- 
aequent judgment of the CJourt of Queen's 
Bench tor Manitoba, following tho judg- 
ment of the Supremo Court. The judg- 
ments under appeal quashed certain by- 
laws of tho city of Winnipeg, which 
authorized assessments for school purposes 
in pursuance of tho Public Schools Act, 
1890, u statute of Manitoba, to which 
Roman Catholics and members of the 
Church of Enghuid alike take exception. 
The views of tho Roman Catholic church 
were maintained by ^Ir. Barrett, the case of 
the Church of England was put forward by 
Mr. Logan. ISlr'. Logan was content to 
rely on the arguments advanced on behalf 
of Mr. IJarrett, while Mr. Barrett's advis- 
ers wore not prepared to make common 
cause with Mr. Logan, and naturally would 
have been better pleased to stand alone. 
The controversy which has given rise to the 
present litigation is, no doubt, beset with 
diliiculties. The result of tho controversy 
.' IB of serious moment to the Province of 
Mauitoha, and a matter apparently of deep 
interest throughout the Dominion. But in 
its legal aspect the question lies in a very 
narrow compass. The duty of this board is 
simply to determine, as a matter of law,' 
whether, according to the true eonstruc- 
tion of

having regard to the state of things which 
existed in Manitoba at the time of the 
union, tho Provincial Legislature has or has 
not exceeded its powers in passing tho Pub- 
lic [Schools Act, 1S90. Manitoba became 
one of the provinces of the Dominion of 
Canada unher the Manitoba Act, 1870, 
which was afterwards confirmed by an im- 
perial staute known as the British North 
America Act, 1S71. Before the union it 
.IVas not an independent province, with a 
eonSt'ittttioB and a legislature of its own. 
li formed p'sr* of the vast lerriiPri^? which 
belonged to tho Huclaou's Bay Company, 
iind were administered by thovr officers or 
agents. TiiS Miiniloba A'^i, 1870, declared 
that tho provisions of the British North 
America Act, 1SG7, with certain exceptions 
liol material to the present question, should 
he applicable to the province of Manitoba, 
as if Manitoba had been one of the pro- 
vinces originally united by the Act. It es- 
tablished a Legislature for Manitol^ 50^. 
sistujg sf 2, Legislative Goua^,, {(^j ^ jj^^ig. 
iSs\m Assembly, and proceeded, in section 
"22, to re-enaol, with aoiae modifications, 
the provisions with Regard to education 
which avo lo V)0 found in section tl.'i 
bi the British North America Act, 5807. 
Section 22, of the Manitoba Act, so far as it 
is material, is in the following terms : "In 
and for tho province, the said Legislature 
may exclusively make laws in relation to 
education, subject and according to the fol- 
lowing provisions : (1) Nothing in any such 
law shall prejudicially affect the right or 
privilege with respect to denominational 
sohoola, which any class of persons have by 
law or practice in the province at the 
union." Then follow two other sub-sec- 
tions. Sub-section 2 gives an "appeal," as 
it is termed in. tho Act, to the (lovernor- 
(Jeueral in Council from any act or deci- 
sion of tho Legislature of the province or 
any provincial authority "affecting any 
right or privilege of the Protestant or Ro- 
man Catholic minority of the (,tiieen's sub- 
jects in relation to education." Subsec- 
tion 3 reserves certain limited powers to 
the Dominion ParliamOnt in the event of 
the Provincial Legislature failing to con 
ply with the requirements of tho section or 
tha decision of the Governor-General in 
Council. 

'av the commenck.ment rfi-- the AI'.CI.-M 

a doubt was suggested as to tho competency 
of tho present appeal in consequence of the 
so-called appeal to the Goyernor-Gencral-in 
council provided by tho Act. But their 
Iiordsbips are satisfied that tho provisions of 
aub-seotions 2 and 3 do not operate to with- 
draw luoh a question as that involved in 
the present case from the jurisdiction of the 
ordinary tribunals of the country. Sub-sec- 
tions 1, 2 and .3 of section 22 of the Mani- 
toba Act, 1870, differ but slightly from the 
corresponding sub-sections of section (13 of 
the British North America Act, 1807. The 
only important difference is that in the 
Alanitoba Act, in aub-section 1, tho words 
"by-law" are followed by tho words "or 
practice," which do not occur in the corre 
sponding passage in tho British North Am 
erica Act, 1807. Those words were no 
doubt introduced to meet the special case of 
a. country which had not as yet enjoyed tho 
security of laws properly so called. It is 
not perhaps very easy to define precisely the 
iiieuniiig of such an expression as "having a 
right or privilege by practice." But the 
object of tho enuctuicnt is tolerably clc?.r. 
Evidently tho v/ord "practice" is not to be 
construed as equivalent to "custom having 
the .'orco of law," Their lordships^ are con- 
vinced that it must have been tho intention 
of the Legislature to preserve every legal 
right or privilege, and every benefit or ad- 



vantage in tho nature of a right or privi- 
lege, with respect to denominational 
schools which any class of persons practi- 
cally enjoyed at the time of the union. 
What, then, was the state of thtags when 
Manitoba was admitted . to the anion ? On 
this point there is no dispute, t lb is agreed 
that there was no law .ot.:rregu]ation or 
ordinance with respect to edacition in force 
at the time. There-were, therefore, no 
rights or privileges with respect to denomi- 
national schools existing bylaw. Tho prac- 
tice which prevailed

is also a matter upon which all parties nre 
agreed, Tho statement on the subject by 
Archbishop Tache, the Roman Catholic arch 
bishop of St. Bonifuco, who has given ovi 
denco in Barrett's case, has been accepted as 
accurate and complete. •' There existed," 
he says, "in tho territory now constituting 
tho province of Manitoba a number of 
effective schools for children. These schools 
were denominational schools, some of them 
being regulated and controlled by tho 
Roman Catholic church, and others by 
various Protestant denominations. Tho 
means necessary for tho support of Roman 
Catholic schools wero supplied to soma ex- 
tent by school fees, paid by some of the 
parents of the children who attended tho 
schools, and the rest wero puid out of tho 
funds of tho church contributed by its mem- 
bers. During the period referred to Roman 
Catholics had no interest in, or control 
OTor, the schools of the Protestant denomin- 
ations, and the members of Ihc Protestant 
denominations had no interest in, or con- 
trol over, the schools of the Roman Catho- 
lics. There were no public sohoola in the 
sense of state schools. Tho members of the 
Roman Catholie church supported the 
schools of their own church, for the benefit 
of the Romim Catholio children, and were 
not under obligation to and did not con- 
tribute to the support of any other sohoola." 
Now if the state of things which tho arch- 
bishop describes as existing before the 
union had been a system established by law, 
what would have been the rights and 
privileges of the Roman Catholics with re- 
spect to denominational schools ',' They 
would have had by law the right to cstablisti 
schools at their own expense, to maintain 
their schools by school fees or voluntary 
contributions, and to conduct them in 
accordance with their own religious tenets. 
Every other religious body wliicli was en- 
gaged ia a similar work at the time of tho 
union would have had prccisoly the same 
right with .^icspcct to their deuoniinational 
schools. Pos.'iiljly tho right, if it had bcou 
delliied or ri-'ciigni/.td by positive enacl- 
nient, might have had uttaclied to it, as a 
necessary of appropriate incident, the right 
of exemption from any contribution under 
any circumsranccs to schools of a different 
denondnation. But in

it would be going much too far to hold that 
tho establishment of a national system of 
education upon an unsectarian basis is so 
inconsistent with the right to set up and 
maintain denominational schools that the 
two things cannot exist together, or that 
the existence of the one ucccssarily implies 
or involves immunity from taxation for tho 
purpose of tho other. It has been objected 
that if tho rights of Roman Catholics, and 
of other religious bodies, in respect of their 
denominational schools, are to be strictly 
measured and limited by the practice which 
actually prevailed at tho time of the union, 
they will be reduced to the condition of u 
" natural right,'" which "does not want any 
legislation to protect it." Such o right, it 
is said, cannot bo called a privilege in any 
proper sense of the word. If that bo so, the 
only result is that the protection which the 
Act purports to extend to rights and privi- 
leges existing "by practice" has no more 
operation than tho protection which it pur- 
ports to olfer to rights and privileges exist- 
ing "by law." It can hardly be contended 
that, in order to give'a substantial operation 
and effect to a saving clause expressed in 
general terms, it is inoumbeot upon tho 
court to dit£Si>ver privileges which are not 
apparent of themselves, or to;Moribe dis 
tinctivo and peculiar feature? (to rights 
which seem to be of such a ooibwod fcype as 
not to deserve special notice or reaiiirc 
pi;otection. IManitoba having been consti- 
tuted a province of tho Dominion in 1870, 
the Provincial LegisJ.aturo lost no time in 
(le«^linc( Witll the (i!i8§tl01l of education. In 
1871 a law was passed wluCl: "t^WisliSd u 
system of denominational education in tho 
common schools, as they v/erc then called. 

UOAIU) OF EUrcATION WAS KOKMED, 

which was to be diviiled into, two sections, 
Protestantii and Roman Catholics. Each 
section was to Wave under its control and 
manacenieut the discipline of the schools of 
tho section. Under the Manitoba Act tiie 
province has been divided into "-'I electoral 
divisions for the purpose of electing mem- 
bers to serve in llie Legislative Assembly, 
r,y tiie Act of 1S71 each electoral division 
was constituted a school district, in tho 
lirat instance; 1'2 electoral divisions, "com- 
prising mainly a Protestant population," 
were to be considered Protestant school 
districts; 12, "comprising mainly a Roman 
Catholic population," were to be considered 
Roman Catholic school districLa. Without 
the special sanction of the section there was 
not to be more than one school in any school 
district. The male inhabitants of each 
school district, assembletl at an annual 
meeting, were to decide in what manner 
they should roise their contributions to- 
wards the support of tho school, in addition 
to what was derived from public funds. It 
is, perhaps, not out of place to observe that 
one of the modes prescribed was "assess- 
ment on the property of the school district," 
which must have involved, in some cases at 
any rate, an assessment on Roman Catholics 
for the support of a Protestant school, and 
an assessment on Protestants for tho support 
of a Roman Catholic school. In the. event 
of UB assessment there was no provision for 
exemption, except in the case of the father 
or guardian of a school child — 

A r'KOTESTANT A RO.MAN CATHOLIC .SCIIOOI, 

district or a Roman Catholio in a Protest 
ant school district — who might escape hy 
sending the child to the school of the near 
est district of tho ocher section and contri- 
buting to it an amount equal to what 
would have paid if he had belonged 
to that diatrict. The laws relating to edu 
cation were modified from time to time, but 
the system of denominational education was 
maintained in full vigor until 1890. Aa Act 
passed in 1881, followiii(;'an Act of 1875, 
provided among other things that the es 
tablishment of a Bohool district of one db 
nomiiiation should not prevent, the estab- 
lishment of a school district of the other 
denomination in the same place, and that a 
Protestant and a Roman Catholic diatrict 
might inchido the same territory in whole 
or in part. From tho year IS/O until ISilO 
enactments wore in force declaring that 
in no case should a Protestant rate- 
payer be obliged to pay for a Ro- 
man Catholic school, or a Roman Catholio 
ratepayer for a Protestant school. In IS'JO 
the policy of the past 1!) years was reversed 
and the dcnnminiitifinal i'yntcm nf pii\)li(} 
education was entirely swept away. Two 
Acts in relation to oilucatiou were passed. 
The first (o.'i Vic, c. ;i7) established a De- 
partment of Education and a Board con- 
sisting of seven members, known as the 
"Advisory Board." Four members of the 



Board wero to be appointed by the Depart- 
ment of Education, two were to bo elected 
by tho public and high school teachers, and 
the seventh member was to be appointed by 
the University Council. One of the powers 
of tho Advisory Board was to proscribe the 
forms of religious cxercisea to be used in tho 
schools. The Public Schools Act, 1800 (53 
Yio., c. 38) enacted that all Protestant and 
Roman Catholic school districts should bo 
subject to' ' the provisiooaof the Act, and 
that all ' 

riiiii.io sciioor.s sitoDt.D iik fuee 
schools. The provisions of tho act with re- 
gard to religious exercises are as follows : 
" 6, Religious oxorciaea in tho public schools 
shall ho conducted according to the regula- 
tions of tho Advisory Board, The time for 
such religious exercises shall be just beforo 
the oloaiug hour in tho afternoon. In oase 
the parent or gaardian of any pupil notifies 
the teacher that ho does not wish such pupil 
to attend such religious exercises, then such 
pupil shall be dismissed beforo such religious 
exercises take place. 7. Religious exorcises 
sbuU bo held in a public school entirely at 
tho option of tho school trustees for the 
diatrict, and, upon receiving written author- 
ity from tho trustees, it shall be the duty of 
the teachers to hold such religious exercises. 
8. Tho public schools ahull bo entirely 
non-sectarian, and no religious exor- 
cises shall bo allowed therein except as 
above provided." Tho Act then provides 
for tho formation, alteration and union of 
school districts, for the election of school 
trustees, and for levying a rate on the tax- 
able property in each school district for 
school purposes. In cities, the Municipal 
Council is required to levy and collect up- 
on the taxable property within the munici- 
pality such suujs us tho school trus- 
tees may require for . school purposes. A 
portion of the legislative grant for ednea- 
tional purposes is allotted to publio schools; 
bttt it la provided that any sohool not con- 
ducted acoordiog to all the provisions of 
the Act, or any Act'ln ferce for the time 
being, or the regulations of the Department 
of Education, or tho Advisory Board

within the meaning of tho law, and shall 
uot participate in tho Icgialutivo grant. 
Section 1-H provides that no teacher shall 
use, or permit to be used, as tost books 
any books except such aa are authorized by 
the Advisory Board, and that no portion of 
the legislative grant shall bo paid to any 
school, in .which unauthorized books arc 
used. Then there are two seotions (17K 
and 170) which call for a passing notice, 
because, owing apparently to some mis- 
apprehension, Ihcy are spoken of In one of 
the judgments under appeal as if their effect 
was to confiscate Roman Catholic property. 
They apply to coses where the same terri- 
tory was covered by a Protestant school dis- 
trict and by a Roman Catholio school dis- 
trict. In Buch a case Roman Catholicawere 
really placed in a better position than 
Protestants. Certain exemptions wore to 
he mule in their favor if the assets of their 
district exceeded the liabilities, or if the 
liabilities of the Protestant school district 
exceeded its assets. But no corresponding 
exemptions were to he made in the case of 
Protestants. Such being tho m'»in provision 
of the Public Schools Act, 18S0, their lord- 
ships have to determine whether that Act 
prejudicially allccts any right or privilege 
with respect to denominational schools 
which any clu,s3 of persons had by law or 
pniotice in the province at the union. Not- 
witliataading tho Publio Schools Act, IS'JO, 
Roman Catholics and members of every 
other religious body in Manitoba 

AllC FREE TO ESTABLISH SCHOOLS 
throughout the province; they arc free to 
Uiuiutuiu their scliools by school fees or 
Toluntary subscriptions; they nre free to 
conduct their schools according to their own 
religious tenets without molestation or inter- 
ference. No child is compelled to attend a 
public school. No special advantage other 
than tho advantage of a free education in 
schools eonducteil under public manage- 
ment is held out to those who do attend. 
But then it is said that it is impossible for 
Roman Catholics, or for m«;tnbcra of the 
church of England (if their views arc cor- 
rectly represented by the Bishop of Rup- 
ert's Land, who lias given evidence in 
Logan's case), to send their children to pub- 
lic schools where the education ia not Buper- 
Intended and directed by tho aDthorities 
of their church, and that therefore Roman 
'^Mhoilcii nnd Hiemhcrs of tho church of 
Eughuid wlio are taxed 'or public schools, 
and at the same time feel themselves com- 
pelled to support their own schools, ire in a 
lesa favorable position than those who can 
take advantage of tho free education pro- 
vided hy tho Act of 1800. That may bo so. 
Butwliiil right or privilege is violated or 
'-rc'udiciiU" iU'ectod by ' hn law ? It is not 
the law that is ia fault; it is owif.g to 
religious convictions, which everybody must 
respect, and to the teaching of their church 
thiit Roman Catholics and tho raonibers of 
the Church of England find themselves 
unable to partake of advantages which the 
law oilers to all alike. Their lordships 
arc sensible of the weight which 
must attach to tho unanimous decision 
of the Supremo Court. They have anxi- 
ously considered the able and elaborate 
judgments by which that decision has been 
supported. But they are unable to agree 
with the opinion which the learned judges 
of the Supreme Court have expressed as to 
the riglits and privileges of Romnu Ciitho- 
lica in Manitoba at the time of tho union. 
They doubt whether it is peruiisaiblc to 
refer to the courfc of legislation between 
1871 and 181)0, as a meaua of throwing light 
on tho previous practice or on the construc- 
tion of , 

TUBSAVIN'O CLAD.SB !>' THE MANITOIIA ACT. 

They cannot assent to the view, which 
seems to be indicated by one of the mem- 
bers of the Supremo Court, that public 
schools under tho Act of ISOO arc in reality 
Protestant schools. The Legislature has 
declared in so many words that the public 
schools shall bo entirely unsectarian, and 
that is carried out throughout the Act. 
With the policy of the Act of 1890 their 
lordships are not 'concerned. But they 
cannot help observing that, if the view of 
the respondents were to prevail, it would 
be c-\treniely difEoulfc for tho Provin 
cial Legislature, which has been en 
trusted with the e.^oluBivo power of making 
laws relating to education, to provid 
for the oduciitionnl wauls of the mor 
sparsely inhabited districts of a country al- 
most as large as (Jrcatj Britain, and that th 
powers of the Legislature, which on tho 
face of the Act appear so largo, would bo 
limited to the useful hut somewhat humble 
office of making regulations for the sanitary 
conditions of schoolhouses, imposing rates 
for tlio support of denominational schoola, 
enforcing tho compulsory attendance of 
scholars, and matters of this sort. In tho 
result their lordships 'will humbly advise 
Uer Majesty that

And whoreas there may bo doal)t8 as to tho 
true construction and'.intent ol the said Rules 
and Regulations as to Uie mattera hereinafter 
referred to, and It is expedient to declare tho 
true comtmotlon and Inteat of tbo said Rulos 
and ReKulations as to the said matters : 

And whereas expense has been and will bo 
incurred by virtue of the appointment of a 
Municipal Health Ofllcer for the City of Vic 
torla under tho said Regulations, -which ex 
ponso should bo met and defrayed by tho Cor 
poration of tho said City : 

And whereas it wits and will bo necessary to 
provide proper lioepital accommodations for 
persons found witliin the City of Victoria 
allliclcd with smali[)o\-, including the services 
of physicians, nurses, attendants and servants, 
and including food, bedding, clothing, medi- 
cines and otlier nccossarica, aa well as to pro 
vide proper places and tents for the recoplion 
and Isolation of persons exposed to contagion, 
and generally to employ pbyslotana, oiUcers, 
men and servants, and to' provldo food, cloth- 
ing, bedding, medicines and other necessaries 
to secure the duo enforcemont and carrying 
out of the said Rules and Regulations, as well 
as tho provialons nf the Consolidated Healtli 
lly Law, 18SG, of tho said Corporation, relating 
to conUiglous and infectious diseasos : 

And whereas the said Corporation ought to 
meet and defray aU the expenses horolnbeforo 
mentioned : 

And -vvhoreas tho Municipal authorities of 
tho said Cily are apparently unable or unwil- 
ling to niako provision for and defray tho said 
expenses, and it is expedient for tho Province 
to make such provision for the time being : 

Therefore His Honour Uio Lieutenant- 
Govcrnorhas,byandwith the aflvlcc of His 
Executive Council, been pleased to order and 
declare, and it is hereby ordered and declared, 
as follows: 

L It shall and may bo lawful for tho 
Minister of ITinanco of tho Province of 
British Colombia from time to timo tc- sdvanco 
in tho first instance, out of tho Consolidated 
Revenue of tho Province, Ihosimis requisite to 
meet and defray all salaries, wages, costs or 
exrcn.ses whatsoever incurred, or to bo in- 
curred, in connection with tlio treatment and 
suppression of smallpox williin tlio said City of 
Victoria, under the said Rules and Regula- 
tions, and under tho Consolidated Health Ry- 
Law, ISffi, upon Warrants from timo to time 
duly cor.iflcd by tho Provincial Health Olllcor, 
or by tho Municipal Health Officer for Uio said 
City, appointed under the said Hegulntions 
and approved by His Honour the Lieutenant:

2. Tho said sums shall bo a debt due from t'no 
said City ot Victoria to Her Majesty, and shall 
form a charge until 'fully paid and satisfied up- 
on all tho revenues of the said City from what- 
ever source arising. 

3, On tho lliird Jlondny in each month, com- 
mencing with the month of A\)gust, lg!)2, or on 
such other days aa shall from timo to timo bo 
designated by tho Lioutenant-Govornor-in- 
Council, a statement showing the amount so 
paid out of the consolidated rovonuo, up to 
and Inclusive oif the dale of suob statement, 
shall be made up and kgned in duplicate by the 
Provincial Auditor, and shall he oouateralgnod 
by tho Minister of Finance ; one of such state- 
ments shall be mailed at Victoria in a prepaid 
registered letter addressed to the Mayor of sold 
city. 

i. t(, -within fourteen days from the day of 
the mailing of such letter, the said City shall 
not pay Into the Provincial Treasury at Vic- 
toria the full amount shewn by such statement 
to have been paid, the other of such stntomGnts 
shall bo delivered to tho SliorilFfor the County 
of Victoria. 

S. The said ShcrifT shall then proceed to levy 
execution against the said City for tho said 
amount, in tho same manner as if tho state- 
ment had been a writ of fieri facias ppon a 
judgment ot the Supreme Court obtained 
ogMnBttha said City, and in the event of his 
being unable to make the said amount, ho 
shall have f uU power and aobhoril?, in his own 
name, to sue for, receive and recover any men- 
oys duo to tho said City, iaoladtag taxes on 
real property and lieense fees, and 'pay. 
m out to the ShorlfT thereof shall bo a good an- 
.swer in respect of any such moneys, taxes, or 
license fees, to any action or procosa brouglit 
or taken for tho recovery thereof by or on he- 
lialf of llic said City against tho persons paying 
thcDaiiiu and such Shcrill' shall bo, for tho 
purposes of llicao Rules, and for the collection 
of moneys duo thereunder, a llecoivor ot all 
tho revenues of tlm said City, from wlialcver 
source arising, and ho shall also have tlio pow'- 
ers and authority conferred hy sections 305 to 
310, both Inolnsivo, of the " Municipal Act, 
1^2 ;" and the Sheriff shall hold tho moneys to 
he recovered or received by him upon trust, 
in tho first place, to pay or retain tho costs of 
levying, recovering, and, collecting tho same ;

7. No conviction, order, or Other proceeding, 
mattor or thing made, done, or transacted in 
or relating to tho execution of tho said Rulos 
and Regulations, or of these Rules, shall bo 
vacated, qua.ihed, or set aside for want ot 
form, or ho removed or removable by certiorari 
or olli'Jr writ or procCH^i wlial.snnver into tho 
Siiprenio Court, and no appeal shall lio in any 
case from any conviction to any Court by any 
process whatsoever unless the consent In writ- 
ing of the Attorney-General thereto shall have 
boon first had and obtained.

9. Notwithatanding anything in tho said 
Rules and Regulations appearing to the con- 
trary, and subject to tho next preceding Rule, 
all ponaltii-'!. whether by way of line, impris- 
onment, or otherwise named therein Hliall bo 
deemed to bo the maxiiiumi penalties in

After making a complete and thorough 
examination of llio wreclt of the steamship 
iSau Pedro HH she lies on Brotcliie lodge, llie 
representatives of the Merritb \\' reeking 
Company, of New Y'orl:, have decided not 
to make uii attempt to ruiso her, and 
Captain Whiteluw has uj^ain gone to work 
to mako a last, and it is hoped, successful 
trial. 

The deoiaion of CapLiin Luchlan, of the 
Merrit company, practically confirms what 
Captain Whit«luw said some time ago when 
tlie beat eSbrts put forth to raise the 
steamer \r«re unaTailing— " The only way 
to succeed is to put in a false deck to give 
greater buoyancy, and then she will conic

HOSPITAL MANAGEMENT. 



Intercstindr Snggestions Made at tho 
Meeting of the JubilGO HoB- 
pital Directors. 



Special Meetitig.Called for Aufirust 29, 
.. to Tliorongriily Discuss 
the Proposal. 



Specially interesting businosa iu connec- 
tion with the management of tho Jnbileo 
Hospital was diacuasod at tho meeting of 
directors hold, last evening, in the Board of 
Trade rooms. Those present were Messrs. 
Joshua Davies (president), W. M. Chudley, 
Alex. Wiluon, Ben. Gordon, H. D. 
Helmcken, (!. Brown, G. D. Byrnes, J. S. 
Yates, E. Crowe-Baker, and IL M. Y'atoa, 
aooretary. After routino busineaa, tho 
communications were"taken up. Capt. 
Banks, of tho Salvation Army, wrote saying 
that the Army would contribute the collec- 
tion takep up on Sunday, Auguat 21, to tho 
funds of tho hospital. Received with 
thanks. Misa Jessie M. Drew sent in her 
resignation as a hospital nnrao. Accepted. 

Mr. Baker from the coninuttco appointed 
to strike atunding committees, etc., reported 
verbally asking that tlio committee be dis- 
charged. He suggested that the following 
standing coininittees bo appointed, viz:

DUTIHS or KXKCUTIVK Co.M.MITTKK— To 
give a general 8n|jerintendenco of all the 
affaira alfectiug tho proper management of 
the hospital, its diacipline, routine and cor- 
respondence entered upon between tho 
periods of Board sessions, referring matters 
mete and proper to tho specific .Standing 
committee affected or to tho "Visiting 
commiltoo " of tho month as tho case may 
necessitate, in their jnilgment. To take 
upon themselves responsibilities in cases of 
emergency which tho Visiting committeo of 
the month might decline or hesitate to per- 
form, summoning a Board meeting to adju- 
dicate thereon at the very earliest monicnt 
practically possible. To in(|uiro into and 
decide upon all real or imaginary grievances 
brought to their notice by tho resident doc- 
tor, matron, nurses, or patients, and suggest 
reii.edial meaaurcs, in their opinion, to the 
proper conunitlee. 

I'lNANci; CoMMiTTKK: — Upon whom will 
devolve the important duty of initiating 
work in connection with tho raising of 
funds from uU sources for the general main- 
tenaucoof the Hoapital, and to whom shall 
be referred all bills, charges upon tho Hos- 
pital, and matteis of account previous to 
the payment of the BAme by tho treasurer, 
except salaries assented to by the Board. 
In cases of contracts, tho checking of the 
periodical accounts with specified prices in 
contracts, so that the latter may bo litcr-illy 
carried into efl'ect, and generally i.ll mat- 
tera of revenue and expenditure shaU be 
supervised by said committeo, in order that 
tho onerous duties of tho Hon. Treasurer 
may l o reduced as much aa possible and be 
materially assisted. 

HousK CoM.MiTTKK — The care of tho .lick 
and generally everything directly or in- 
directly alfecling their comfort and treat- 
ment; the management of tho internal 
economy of tho establishment, i. e. every 
matter and thing of whatsoever nature and 
kind contained within the walla of the 
building as also tho approaches contiguous 
thereto ; tho inspection of all supplies to 
tho hoapital, and snperviaion of tho order- 
ing of same ; supplies tt) mean and include 
all drugs, medical comforts, meat, veget- 
ables, milk, fruit, bread, etc., whether 
purchased or donated, as also furniture, 
instruments, iu/plementa, bed and table 
linen, crockery, fuel and light ; tho 
acceptance or rejection of all auppliea, 
the cleanliness and disposition of wards, 
the general direction and control of the 
staff and employes from tho doctor in charge 
doivn to the lamp trimmer, and junior 
usaistmt in kitchen or wards. Without in- 
terferring with tho diet ordered by tho 
medical ollicer, the direction of food pre- 
parations and fiorvice of same in the wards 
and rnnma : general supervision of matron 
and her staff of nurses, steward, cooks, etc., 
and the way in which they perform 
their duties, tho equalization of them, 
regulation of leave, etc., and everything 
not, bi'ing at variance with by-laws. 

DUAINAIIK (ir IIOSl'ITAl. OROU.SDS — Tho 
supcrviaiun and care of all matters pertain- 
ing to drainage, sower and water courses, 
the erection of and rejiiurs to fences, ini-

VisiTiNii Committees— According to ro- 
tation schoduli!, and consistently with clause 
ten (10) of the liy-hiwa, should visit the hos- 
pital at least once a irecl:, enter their names 
in the Directors' Book opposite tho dates of 
such visitations, and shall make such obser- 
vations therein as may appear to them, 
after their tour of iiiiipection, necessary or 
expedient iu the best interests of hospital 
management. During their month, al hunt 
6nce, they should visit and inspect every 
portion of the hospital, attended by the 
medical ofHcor and inatron, and bring to the 
notice of tho standing oommitteea anything 
that may require remedial measures, supple- 
mented by a monthly report, iu writing, to 
tho Board ; such monthly report to be pre- 
sented and read at the first regular meeting 
after tho expiration of tho month referred 
to.
